With  tliat  ohicct,  a  few  da\s  ago,  1  wrote  I..  (>.  ArmstronK. 
C  !•  R.  Industrial  Agent,  Montreal,  for  an  interview  re  reined 
survey  of  a  line  from  Mattawa  on  the  C.P.R.  to  the  T.C.  Kail- 
«av  in  I'ontiac  Nord,  Que.  I  got  it.  Mr.  ArmstronK  stated 
that  a  railroad  would  have  hecu  laiili  long  auo  north  along 
IVnnskamiui,'  Lake  shore  to  Villc  Marie,  Init  for  pliysical  Uilli- 
cultiis  which  were  now  being  countered  by  locating  a  more 
eastcrlv  route,  north  to  the  Quinze  l"alls,  to  take  car*  of  the 
trade  of  the  liuilding  Mining  Camps  at  ()pa»atica  and  Keetee 
Lakes,  Que.,  and  I.arder  Lake,  Ont.  He  mentioned  that  the 
line  froiii  Mattawa  wduld  go  on  sure  this  time— that  a  hne 
would  also  go  on  sure  from  Sudlmrv  to  Torcuplne  Lake  v» 
CM.wganda-  he  said:  1  think  the  C.N  n.  Ky.  were  the  construct- 
ors of  the  latter  line— that  I  should  see  Mr.  M.  J.  o'Uricii,  who 
had  charge  of  the  survey,  that  he  could  give  me  details.  I 
intervitwcd  .Mr.  M.  J.  o'Hrien  at  the  Queen's  Hotd,  Montreal, 
after  vili-fviiig  himself  that  my  pass  was  vised  by  Mr.  Atni- 
«n>ng.  Hi-  said,  in  part,  that  at  this  period  he  was  not  at 
liberty  to  speak,  but  by  putting  two  and  two  together,  I  learned 
from  iiim  that  a  Montreal  Company  had  got  a  lloTiiini.m  Charter 
for  railroad  consiniction  with  running  rights  to  \iw  I.iskcard. 
that  the  line  would  strike  the  T.C  R.  Ry.  east  of  Ahitita  Lake 
upper,  serving  cu  mute  through  the  physical  nature  of  the 
country  it  t'averseil.  Larder  and  Upasatica  Lakes  first, — Kec- 
kee  and  »"  ewagama  Lakes  next,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fishing 
rod  the  ly  belt  of  the  Transcontinental  Road— thus  putting 
a  ring  fence  round  the  known  mineralized  zone,  with  the  T.C.R. 
and  C.P.R.  em  losiiig  it  on  the  north  and  south  sides,  and  the 
Mattawa  and  Siidl  urv  lines  on  the  east  and  west  sides,  respec- 
tively, wiih  llie  T.  &  N.O.  Railway  running  up  the  centre 
diviciing  ilie  spoils,  which  you  should  fish  for  by  sending 
out  feeders  to  the  Mining  Camps  to  sustain  it— therefore  1 
suggest  to  vou  who  declare  you  want  the  trade  for  Toronto,  to 
harness  the  water  power  at  Knglchart  or  Wendigo  Lake,  which 
1  have  seen:  start  an  electric  railroad  from  Swastika,  admitted 
to  be  t'.  e  third  best  mine  im  the  Porcupine  Rand,  although  in 
the  Larder  Lake  area;  rui  h  due  cast  S.iC.  four  miles  to  Dan" 
on  the  T.  8;  N.<>.  tracks,  then  take  the  Ontario  C.overnmcnl 
Road  to  I.arder  Lake,  eighteen  miles  long  by  one  and  a  half  chains 
wide,  built  at  a  cost  of  *40,()tK)  three  years  ago,  now  in  Al  con- 
dition—thanks to  the  Minister  of  Public  Works.  Lay  your 
tracks  on  it,  York  Radial  style,  to  Larder  City,  then  fourteen 
miles  along  the  north  side  of  Larder  Lake  toOpasatita  Lake, 
which  is  six  miles  east  of  the  Ontario-Quebec  boundary— run  it 
six  miles  further  due  east  to  Keekee  Lake,  Que.,  and  then  ten 
miles  further  I;.  N.i:.  to  Keewagama  Lake  and  another  ten 
miles  further  to  the  T.C.  Ry.  This  Klectric  Line  could,  with 
advantage,  be  run  due  west  of  Swastika,  to  tap  the  C.N.C). 
running  north  from  Sudbury,  near  Musgrove,  ami  other  town- 
ships that  ar»  making  gold  discoveries  due  west  I'f  Larder  Lake. 

Why  not  let  this  projected  l-lectric  Road  liy  contract  for 
construction,  giving  the  contractor  the  steel  and  say  two  years 
to  hand  over  the  line?— West  Australian  C.overnment  style, 
who  got  the  2(XJ-mile  line  from  I'rcemantle  to  Kalgourlie  built 
on  above  terms  for  half  it ;  rrime  cost.  The  Contractors  trebled 
the  contract  amount  by  pushing  the  head  of  the  line  twenty 
miles  at  a  time  and  carrying  machinery,  freight  and  passengers 
up  to  the  Cioldfields,  though  there  was  no  freight  to  be  carried 
out — an  armed  escort  took  out  the  gold.  Water  for  the  use  of 
the  engines  had  to  be  carried  from  the  base.
